Henry Siegel and Frank E. Vogel, ine 
Gicted on charges of larceny and accept- 
i bank deposits while knowing that 
t eir private bank was insolvent, are 
willing to make a payment of 40 cents 
cash on the dollar with notes to secure 
the balance of the money due to depos- 
itors of their defunct bank, according 
to an announcement made last night at 
a meeting of the depositors in Public 
School 27, Forty-second Street and Third 
Avenue. Shouts of joy greeted the an- 
nouncement, which was made by Louis 
Hoffman, who said he was speaking for 
his brother, Samuel Hoffman, counsel 
for a group of depositors. Mr. Hoffman 
eald that his brother had been ap- 
proached yesterday by Samuel 8. Levy 
of Stanchfield & Levy, counsel for Siegel 
and Vogel, who told him that the offer 
would be made officially if a commit- 
tee of the depositors would accompany 
Samuel Hoffman to the offices of 


Stanchfield & Levy. a 
Accordingly Miss Jessie Martin, A. N. 


Brezel and others will go to the office 
of Mr. Hoffman this morning, and from 
there to the offices of Stanchfield & 
Levy. Mr. Hoffman told the depositors 
that he could not say what the value of 
the proposed security might be, but he 
thought that the surety offered by 
Stanchfield & Levy was better than 
that offered by the Depositors’ Realiza- 
tion Corporation. 

At his home at the Hotel Gotham, 
Louis S. Levy was asked last night 
about the announcement supposed to 
have come Indirectly from him. He said 
he knew nothing about the alleged offer 
and declined to discuss it. 

An offer of 40 cents on the dollar is 
better than the offer of the Depositors’ 
Realization Corporation which was 32% 
per cent. cash and 67% per cent. in 
notes, in the event of the reorganization 
of the stores, or 30 per cent. in cash 
end 70 per cent. in notes in the event 
ef no reorganization of the Siegel mer- 
cantile enterprises. 

Funds which were gathered for sick 
benefit associations for saleswomen and 
Other employes of their stores have been 
swallowed up in the failure of the enter- 
prises of Henry Siegel and Frank lh. 
Vogel, according to agents of the Dis- 


gating the affairs of the indicted mer- 
ehants. The sick benefit fund of em- 
ployes of the Fourteenth Street Store, 
amounting to $1,777, evaporated when 
that concern went to the wall. 

From information volunteered by Rob- 
ert G. McMeekin, Secretary of the Sie- 
gel Stores Corporation, Assistant District 
Attorney Train was able to establish the 
fact that the employes of the Simpson 
Crawford and Fourteenth Street Stores 
were assessed 2 per cent. of their week- 
ly wages for the fund, and 4 per cent. 
in the Christmas holidays. The expert 
accountants engaged by the District At- 
torney have found an entry which shows 
that the sick benefit association of the 
Fourteenth Street Store made a deposit 
of $4 in the private bank of Henry Sie- 
gel & Co. on Dec. 29, 1913, the day be- 
fore the bank was closed. 

A short while after these discoveries 
were made Assistant District Attorney 
Train, State Banking Commissioner 
Quinn and Mr. McMeekin conferred in 
the District Attorney's office and dis- 
cussed the manner in which the funds 
were obtained. From Mr. McMeekin it 
was understood that the employes felt 
that their weekly subscription to the 
benefit fund was obligatory. 

One of the Siegel bank depositors, 
Mrs. L. Matteson, of 113 West Eleventh 
Street, who had just returned from Eu- 
rope and who had little knowledge of 
the true condition of the affairs of the 
Siegel enterprises, went to the Four- 
teenth Street Store yesterday morning. 
She explained that before departing for 
Europe, she had left her bankbook there 
with deposits amounting to about $3,000, 
together with notes for  colleetion 
amounting to about $300. 

One of the employes in the Fourteenth 
Street Store directed Mrs. Matteson to 
the headquarters of the bank depositors 
in @ vacant loft building at 43 West 
Thirteenth Street, adjoining the Four- 
teenth Street Store. She went there ex- 
pecting to obtain information about her 
deposits. She found the loft empty with 
the exception of a handful of depositors. 
Mrs. Matteson returned to the Four- 
teenth Street Store, where she asserted 
that she had been robbed. 

Her protests attracted many of the 
salesgirls who had lost all their savings 
in the failed bank, and who will lose 
their places when the Simpson-Craw- 
ford and Fourteenth stores close to- 
night. The women employes surround- 
ed Mrs Matteson and joined in her pro- 
tests. Some of the saleswomen shouted 
that they would raid the store, while 
others denounced Siegel and Vogel. 

The Floor Managers were reatly 
alarmed by the demonstration. everal 
of them tried to push their way through 
the throng and quiet the women, and 
finding this useless, somebody called 
in the police. The domonstration lasted 
for nearly half an hour

ASBURY PARK, N. J., March 13.— 
The assertion that ex-President Taft, In 
vetoing the Webb-Kenyon bill during his 
last year in office held ‘“‘ true to his 
whole liquor record ’’ was made at the 
New Jersey Conference this morning by 
Clarence T. Wilson of Topeka, Kan., 
General Secretary of® the Temperance 
Society of the Methodist Church. Mr. 
Wllson’s subject was ‘‘ Church Temper- 
ance.”’ 

“There has come a transformation at 
Washington,’’ he declared. ‘* The con- 
spiracy of silence lasting over fifty 
years was broken when Congress passed 
the Webb-Kenyon bill. And when Pres- 


ident Taft, true to his whole liquor rec- | 


ord, vetoed it, Congress reconsidered 
and passed it over his veto by a‘three- 
fourths vote. Then that President at 
the next election went down under an 
avalanche of votes and was knocked 
into splintereens by a collision with the 
water wagon. 

** But now we have a Christian Presi- 
dent in the White House. When he 
came to office he chose for his Secretary 
of State the most outspoken, transpar- 
ent, fearless Christian statesman in the 
country.

Alfred Edlington Missing, Left 
Trunk with Jewelry and Money. 


Special to The New York Times, 
CHICAGO, March 13.—The police of 
two countries are searching for a sup- 


posedly wealthy Englishman who has |

January 5 as Alfred Edlington of New 
York.

The 
Chicago police were notified, but they 
were unable to solve ‘the mystery. Let- 
ters found in his trunks indicated that 
the man had at one time been a resi- 


dent of London and later of New 


York, The officials of both cities were | 


notified, but they replied that they 
knew of no such man. 

Some time later the hotel received an 
anonymous telephone call.

John F. Lull, secretary of the hotel 
company, talked with the man. 

“TI am a friend of a friend of Mr. 
Edlington,” said the voice. “‘ Will you 
turn over his trunks to me?” 

The man was asked for his name, but 
refused to give it. He said that Ed- 
lington was in New York and wanted 
his trunks. Mr. Lull replied that the 
trunks could not be turned over with- 
out some written authority, and the 
man hung up the receiver. 

Edlington’s trunks were found to con- 
tain jewelry valued at more than $1;000 
and $200 tm cash.

burned almost to the water's edge, with 
a@ loss of $30,000. 

Four other men were sleeping on the 
tug Charles Staples, owned by the 
Staples Towing Company of Boston, at 
Port Richmond, when, fifteen minutes 
after the first fire had been discovered, 
a dock watchman saw the tug was afire.

countered to-day when

mand on the representatives of the New 
Haven that it surrender its control of 
wharfage properties and rights, water 
terminals, and other water front pos- 
sessions in New England cities. The 
New Haven representatives expressed 
themselves as astonished over this move 
of the Government and showed that it 
would be resisted. 

The properties which the Government 
asks the New Haven to surrender are 
| estimated as worth millions of dollars 
and are situated in New Haven, Bridge- 
} port, Providence, Fall River, New Bed- 
ford, and other places south of Boston. 

The Government’s proposal was made 
at a conference to-day attended by rep- 
| resentatives of the Department of Jus- 
| tice and the New Haven system. How- 
ard Elliott, President of the New Haven, 
|} Was present for a short time only, as 
jhe was obliged to see a dentist to ob- 
{tain relief from an aching tooth. 

The New MHaven's interests were 
vatched by Morefield Storey and Walker 
D. Hines, counsel; Vice President Buck- 
land, and L. S. Storrs, manager of the 
system’s trolley lines. Attorney Gen- 
eral McReynolds spent very little time 
with the conferees, the Government 
being represented by Assistant Attor- 
neys General Gregory and Adkins. 

Consideration was also given to the 
jmatter of divorcing the New Haven 
| from its steamship and trolley lines. The 
New Haven's representatives offered to 
compromise the Government’s demand 
\that all its trolley lines should pass out 
of its control. The basis of the com- 
promise proposal was that the New 
Haven should give up its control of 
trolleys in Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, but should keep those in Cén- 
necticut. 

It was understood to-night that an 
agreement was reached as to the per- 
sonnel of the five Trustees who are to 
look after the New Haven’s stock ih- 
terests in the Boston & Maine after the 
dissolution of the merger and until this 
stock was sold. Two of the Trustees 
will be former Chief Justice Knowlton 
of the Massachusetts Supreme Court, a 
resident of Springfield, and. former City 
Solicitor Doherty of Springfield. 

Vice President Buckland, in a two- 
hour argument over the proposal that 
the New Haven divest itself of its wa- 
ter-front rights and properties, explained 
that the New Haven owned these prop-

Miss Martin was at the office of the 
District Attorney yesterday afternoon, 
and while there she explained that she 
would not accept the proposed settlement 
from the Depositors’ Realization Cor- 
poration, because it did not represent 
to her, and to those she said were ad-

Miss 
Martin said that she was not disposed 
to take any settlement from that cor- 
poration, because she wanted any of-

Miss Martin pointed out that the De- 
positors’ Realization Corporation never 
put ep any money when it made its of- 
fer. She said that John P, Murray, rep- 
resenting more than 800 depositors, had 
said before Special Master George C. 
Holt that if the money was deposited 
with the Special Master “ within twen- 
ty-four hours,"’ he believed that his 
clients would consider its acceptance. 
Miss Martin said she was fighting for 
all she could get; that she didn't stand 
on her own opinion in the matter, but 
on the advice of prominent business 
men and attorneys, who had told her 
that it would be possible for Siegel and 
Vogel to pay the depositors more than 
the sum offered by the Depositors’ Real- 
ization Corporation.

Girl Accuses Conley. 


Ruby Snipes, a white girl, 17 years 
old, swore to-day that the negro Conley 
once attempted an attack upon her. 
Part of her affidavit follows: 

“One evening in April, 1911, as I was 
leaving the pencil factory at about 5:45 
o'clock, and as I was about to go out of 
the street door, I heard a voice and 
stopped, turned around, and saw the 
speaker was Jim Conley, the sweeper. 
He was approaching me, and [ asked 
what he wanted. He said, pointing ata 
purse that I had in my hand, ‘I want a 
quarter.’ 

‘“T asked him why he expected me to 
rive him a quarter, and at that moment 
ootsteps were heard at the top of the 
stairs as if some one was coming down, 
and Conley turned around and walked 
back in the hallway, past the stairs. I 
waited a moment, and no one came 
down the stairs, and I went on home. I 
was nervous at the time, as I knew 
Conley te be a surly negro, and several 
of the other girl employes felt the same 
way about Conley.” 

Frank's case is to be discussed next 
Sunday by the Rev. Dr. L. O. Bricker, 
pastor of the First Christian Church. 
Dr. Bricker says he is prompted to dis- 
cuss the case by a sense of public duty 
and responsibility for conditions that 
made a ‘“‘ square deal impossible in the 
original trial.” 

The pastor takes the position, not that 
Leo Frank {is innocent of the crime, but 
that, innocent or guilty, the atmosphere 
surrounding the trial was such ag to 
preclude an unbiased hearing. 

“IT assume my full share of the re- 
sponsibility for this condition,’’ said Dr. 
Bricker to-day. ‘‘I admit freely that Il 
was wrought up to a pitch that prevent- 
ed the proper exercise of judgment and 
decision. I believe that most of us— 
practically all of us—were in the same 
state of mind during the trial. 

“This state of affairs reached a point 


that charged the very atmosphere of 
the courtroom with prejudice. An un- 
biased trial was impossible. Iam 


prompted now to do my best to square 
my part of this grave responsibility by 
opening the problem to discussion in my 
pulpit, and I imvite the attention of all 
people who feel as I do that they were 
hasty and not in the proper moog for 
judgment during the first trial.”’ 

Dr. Cc. B. Wilmer of St. Luke's Epis- 
copal Church takes the same attitude. 

The arrival of Detective Burns is the 
event most eagerly awaited by all con- 
cerned in the case.

ment: 

The only direct evidence against 
Frank was a disreputable negro ex- 
convict.

ity of the story told by Conley has 
come to be seriously questioned. 

We sympathize with the people of 
Atlanta.in the perplexed condition in 
which they now find themselves as 
they contemplate the possibility that 
Frank may be hanged an _ tnnocent 
man.. If he is guilty, he richly de- 
serves to die: but if there is any rea- 
sonable doubt that he killed Mary 
Phagan, we believe like The Journal 
of Atlanta, which, with most of the 
yress of Georgia, once led the hounds 
n pursuit of a victim, that Georgia 
will rise superior to partisanship, 
prepaties, pride, and do full justice to 
rank though the heavens fall. 








FRANK A MODEL BOY. 


Testimonials from Persons Who 
Knew Him as a Student. 


Leo M. Frank, now under sentence of 
death in Atlanta, Ga., was a pupil In 
the public schools and Pratt Institute in 
Brooklyn. It was recalled yesterday by 
two persons who had special opportunit- 
ties for observing his life during his 
student days, covering a period of ten 


years, from 1896 to 1906, that his youth- 
ful career was marked by high traits 
of character, ambition, and mental 
qualities that attracted attention to him, 

Dr. Luther Halsey Gulick, recently 
physical director in the public schools, 
was Principal of Pratt Institute when 
Frank was and 
Miss Annie libra- 
rian in the same Miss 
Moore has_ written to THe TiMeEs 
deseribing the good impression Frank 
made while under her observa- 
tion, from the time she first saw him 
in the library, when he was 12 years old, 
and until he had reached the age of 20. 
She says: 


I first met Leo Frank in a chil- 
dren's library of which I was in 
charge from 1896 to 1906. He was then 
attending a public school in the neigh- 
borhood of the library and of his home. 
Between the ages of 12 and 14 years 
he read a finer selection of books 
than any boy who frequented the 
library. His delight in the great heroic 
characters of literature and history 
remains one of the vivid memories 
of years which marked the beginnings 
of special library work for children. 

The boy read with rare appreciation 
and intelligence and like hundreds of 
other boys was in the habit of talking 
with me familiarly about his reading 
and his future hopes and plans. In 
February, 1898, an exhibit of books 
and portraits relating to heroic char- 
acters was held in the children’s room. 
The boys and girls were unusually in- 
terested in this exhibit and the subject 
of heroism and wrote papers about 
their favorite characters and _ their 
ideas of heroism. Leo Frank, then a 
boy of 14, wrote the following: 

‘**In ancient times a brave man only 
was a hero, but now in modern times 
a hero has to be brave and good mor- 
ally and virtually.”’ 

This sentiment characterizes the 
habitual mental attitude of the boy I 
knew during eight years of his life, 
from the age of 12 to 20 years. On 
entering high school, Leo Frank was 
transferred to the adult department 
of the library. Throughout his high 
school course, however, and during his 
college years, he continued to visit the 
children's room: and to take a vital 
interest in its concerns and progress, 
and to share his growling experience 
with books and life. 

The children’s library does not seg- 
regate boys and girls. It approxi- 
mates the life of a large family in rec- 
ognizing no age limit and in its free- 
dom of personal contact. In its insist- 
ance upon equal social rights and privi- 
leges it affords rare opportunities for 
the study of democratic relationships. 

In this environment and as a resident 
of the neighborhood in which he lived, 
Leo Frank grew from boyhood into 
manhood. I knew his mother and sis- 
ter, also, during this period of = 
years, and I know that the aspiration 
to be fine pervaded his daily life.

TWO DIE IN TRAIN HOLD-UP. 


Engineer and Freight Robber Shot 
in Illinois Affray, Three Wounded. 


PEORIA, Ili., March 13.—Two men 
were killed and two Deputy Sheriffs 
and a woman were wounded as the re- 
sult of an attempted hold-up by four 
men of a Chicago & Northwestern 
freight train at Manlius, forty-five miles 
north of here, to-day, 

The trainmen say they found four 
men unloading goods from a car when 
the train stopped at Manlius.

DUEL DEBATE IN REICHSTAG. 
All Parties Condemn Combats Wan- 
tonly Provoked.

BERLIN, March 18.—Sharp differences 
of opinion as to the principle of duels | 
between army officers were expressed | 


in the Imperial Parliament ‘to-day by 
members of the various parties, and a 
strong speech in its defense was made | 
by Lieut. Gen. Erich von Falkenhayn, } 
Minister for War. | 


The debate was brought about by an} 


interpellation regarding the fatal, duel | 
at Metz on eb. 26, when Lieut. Haage 
was killed. 

The Minister for War said the institu- 
tlon of dueling was a secessity for the 
military caste. He made it clear that 
his efforts to diminish dueling in the 
army were directed not against the duel, 
but toward tne restriction of the number 
of cases in which an encounter was re- 
garded as imperative. He said that he 
ee would consider it a misfor- 
une if the conception of personal honor 
on which the pract.ce of 
based should be eradicated. 

Gen. von Falkenhayn admitted that 
dueling was an offense under the laws 
both of God and of man, and. was an 
evidence of physical rather than 
moral courage. The penalty, he said, 
| was likely to fall upon the wronged 
man, and the offender might escape. An 
officer, nevertheless, must be the de- 

fender of his own honor, and was en- 
titled to regain his self-esteem, to vin- 
dicate his manhood, and to repel the 
imputation of lack of courage by facing 
his adversary, pistol in hand. 

Duelling, according to the Minister, is 
decreasing in Germany. There were 
only twelve duels in 1913 among the 
75,000 active and reserve officers in the 
German Army, but this rate, said the 
Minister, was still too high. 

The National Liberals and Conserv- 
atives defended the institution of the} 
duel, but only when carried out in a} 
proper way and as the last resort of a! 
man to defend his wounded honor. 

Members of the other parties insisted 
that adequate legal remedies could be 
provided, and the example of England 
Was repeatedly mentioned as a country 
where duelling in the army had been 
abolished. 

All parties were agreed that an of- 
ficer who wantonly provoked a duel 
or occasioned one by his dishonorable 
or unprincipled conduct should be ex- | 
pelled from the army. : 

A measure has been drafted and is 
soon to be presented to Parliament 
providing that officers guilty of fight- 
ing duels after provoking them shall 
be sent to the penitentiary instead of— 
as at present—being merely confined 
in a fortress. The more severe punish- 
ment will entail dismissal from the 
army.

FRANCE SHY TO PEACE PLAN. 


Only Likely to Accept Bryan Pro- 
‘posal In Rudimentary Form.

WASHINGTON, March13.—The French 
Ambassador, M. Jusserand, and Secre- 
tary Bryan had a long conference at 
the State Department this afternoon re- 
gerding the peace treaty that is being 
negotiated between France and the 
United States. This is the first of the 
peace treaties to be entered into be- 
tween this Government and one of the 
first-class powers of the world.

Noted Surgeon and Cleveland’s 
Friend Taken to St. Vincent’s 
Suffering from Diabetes. 





LONG A MEDICAL TEACHER 





Late President’s Companion on His 
Hunting Trips Winner of High 
Honors In His Profession. 





Dr. Joseph Decatur Bryant, one 
the best-known medical men in 
United States, who was the family phy- 
siclan and friend of the late President 
Grover Cleveland, and who for years 
has been prominent in the directorates 
of many of New York’s leading hos- 
pitals, is ill in St. Vincent's Hospital 
of diabetes. Dr. Bryant, it became 
known last night, was removed to St. 
Vincent's Hospital on last Wednesday, 
and he is now under the care of Dr. 
Hermann M. Biggs. It was said at the 
hospital last night that Dr. Bryant was 
comfortable, but beyond that no infor- 
mation was given out as to his illness. 
Dr, Bryant celebrated his sixty-ninth 
birthday last Thursday, the day after 
his removal to the hospital. He was 
born tn Troy, Wis., and is the son of 
Alonzo and Harriet Adkins Bryant. He 
was educated at the Norwich (N. Y.) 
Academy, the University of New York, 
and Bellevue Medical College. He has 
been the Professor of the Principles and 
Practice of Surgery and of Operative 
and Clinical Surgery in Bellevue Med- 
ical College since 1898, and prior to that 
and for more than a score of years he 
held other important chairs having to do 
with surgical instruction in the same 
institution. He is a visiting surgeon of 
St. Vincent’s, a consulting surgeon of 
the New York City Insane Asylum, vis- 
iting surgeon of Bellevue Hospital, and 

many other hospitals. 

Dr. Bryant has been Surgeon General 
of the State, Medical Health Commis- 
sioner of New York, and Commissioner 
of the State Board of Health for five 
President in succession of the 
New York Academy of Medicine, the 
New York State Medical Association, 
and the New York State Medical So- 
ciety, and the President of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. The last is 
the highest position in the gift of the 
medical profession of the United 
States.

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CHALONER LAWYER LOSES. 


Appellate Division Refuses to Order 
$3,000 Fee Paid by Sherman. 


Hugh Gordon Miller, the lawyer, who 
represented John Armstrong Chaloner in 
suits to have Chaloner declared sane in 
this State and to recover for him his 
New York property held by Thomas T. 
Sherman as committee, will have to look 
to Mr. Chaloner personally for his $3,000 
fee. The Appellate Divisions declined 
yesterday to order Mr. Sherman to pay 
the fee out of the income of Chaloner’s 
New York estate.

Lawyer Can’t Collect from Bankrupt 
and Creditors. 


Frederick F. Elsemann, a lawyer who 
won a $3,500 verdict in the Supreme 
Court against Mrs. Florence A. Hazard 
of the firm of E. C. Hazard & Co., had 
the judgment in his favor reversed yes- 
terday by the Appellate Division. In 
1907 the firm of which Mrs. Hazard 
was a member went into bankruptcy.

State banks, trust companies, and 
savings banks are equal to nearly 
64 per cent. of the combined resources 
of these institutions and of the na- 
tional banks of this State. It thus 
appears that the aggregate figures 
for the New York State institutions 
represent aimost twice the aggregate 
resources of the New York SBtate 
national banks. 

In addition to the aggregate re- 
sources of the banks, trust compa- 
nies, ind savings banks, there are 
other institutions under the super- 
vision of tie Superintendent of Banxs 
with combined resources of nearly 
$95,000,000. A list of these includes 
eavings and loan associations, mort- 
gage loan and investment compa- 
nies, safe deposit companies, and per- 
sona) loan associations. The savings 
and loan associations occupy the field 
{n many of the villages of the State 
which is given over to the savings 
banks in the larger communities. The 
savings and loan associations, &ac- 
cording to their last reports, have 
aggregate resources of nearly $65,- 
408,000, 

The banking power of the United 
States, including capital, surpius, 
undivided profits, depos ts, exclusive 
ef bank deposits and national bank- 
notes issued as circulat.on, as com- 
puted by the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, aggregate $23,181,000,000 The 
banking power of New York State 
banks and trust companies aggre- 
Bate $2,035,000.000, and the savings 
banks of the State contribute an ad- 
ditional $1,92:,000,000, making New 
York State’s percentage 17 per cent. 
of the total for all banks in the Uni- 
ted States The banking power of 
our State banks and trust compa- 
mies alone is 8% per cent. of the total 
for the United States.

BILL TO REORGANIZE 
MAGISTRATE COURTS 


— 


Charity Organization Society 
Urges Changes in the 
System. 


ISSUES LONG ARGUMENT 


Wants Special Sessions Merged and 
Children’s Courts Made More 
Independent. 


The grievances of a poor Italian who 
stole a bottle of milk so that his chil- 
dren might live and who subsequently 
spent a month in jail awaiting trial, 
thereby failing to be present at the 
funerals of two of his children, have 
become incorporated in a bill which is 
now before the State Senate. The bill 
aims to reorganize the Magistrates’ 
Courts and was introduced by Senator 
Bernard M. Patten. It is backed by the 
Charity Organization Society’s Commit- 
| tee on Criminal Courts, and this com- 
| mittee yesterday sent out a pamphlet 
describing the bill and urging its pas- 
sage. Persons interested in the bill 
are requested to write to Lieut. Gov. 
Wagner or to Senators Cullen, Mur- 
taugh, Brown, Frawley, and Patten. 

It was all due to the law's delay 
that the poor Italian referred to in the 
| Charity Organization Soctiety’s bulle- 


tin had such bitter experiences. The lItal- 
ian is not nhamed, but these circum- 
stances are cited: He had been in this 
city only a short time and had no work. 
He ws starving and so were his chil- 
dren when he stole a bottle of milk. 
Before the Magistrate he pleaded guilty. 
The Magistrate under the law could do 
rothing but hold the man for trial by 
the Court of Special Sessions. So he 
Was sent to the Tombs to await his 
|}turn on the crowded calendar. And 
while he waited in a cell his children 
died. 

It the Magistrate 


| had had power to 
| dispose of this case of petty larceny, 
the poor Italian would not have been 
; thrown into prison, it is contended in 
the bulletin of the Charity Organiza- 
tion Society. 
| “There are hundreds of cases like 
this, not all perhaps so pathetic, occur- 
ring in the Magistrates’ Courts of this 
great city,’’ says the bulletin. ‘‘ How 
; many citizens of New York are aware 
of the fact that in all cases like this, 
that is, cases involving a misdemeanor, 
there has to be, under the present sys- 
| tem, what amounts practically to a 
double trial in every case; first a trial 
before a Magistrate, when all the facts 
are gone into, witnesses examined, 
etc., and then, if the Magistrate does 
not discharge the prisoner, a second 
trial before the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. Is this duplication of the work 
examination, and trial 
in repressing and punishing crime in 
| Rew York necessary? Is there not a 
| glar.ng and economic waste in the en- 
| forcement of the criminal law? Are 
fons the citizens being unduly taxed be- 
cause of these lost motions?” 

The remedy proposed in the bill is to 
merge the Court of Special Sessions 
with the Magistrates’ Courts into one 
City Magistrates’ Court with full powers 
of a Court of Special Sessions and pre- 
sided over by a Chief Magistrate ap- 
pointed by the Mayor. The bil! pro- 
vides that all Magistrates and Justices 
of the Court of Special Sessions and all 
employes of such courts be continued fn 
office for the remainder of their un- 
expired terms at the prevailing salaries. 
Under such an arrangement a Magis- 
ltrate. would have the power of a Jus- 
tice of Special Sessions and 2 Justice 
of Special Sessions would have the 
power of a Magistrate. The prisoner, 
according to the bill, may in every case 
request to be tried by three judges, and 
the District Attorney may make a simi- 
lar request. 

Other examples of delay in the law's 
course are taken up in the Charity Or- 
ganization Society’s bulletin and these 
are to be remedied by other changes 
| Which are incorporated in the bill. The 
bill calls for a separate Children’s Court 
and the establishment of a Municipal 
Division in the City Magistrates’ Court 
for the trials of criminal cases in which 
the city departments are complainants 
and with power to inflict civil penalties 
and to sit as a Court of Special Ses- 
sions with criminal jurisdiction. 

Regarding the establishment of a 
separate Children’s Court the society's 
committee says: 

“For a long time there has been a 
very widespread feeling in the com- 
munity that the Children’s Court should 
be entirely distinct in its management 
from any other court. Under the plan 
developed by this committee that 1s 
contemplated. The Mayor is to select 
four Judges out of the present Justices 
(and it is hoped that he will select the 
present Judges assigned to the Chil- 
dren's Court) and appoint them as Chil- 
dren’s Court Judges for a definite term. 
These Judges will then elect a Chief 
Justice, and the Board of Justices thus 
constituted will control all affairs of 
the court.’’ 

The need of a new functional court 
where the various city departments can 
bring actions for the enforcement of 
the various ordinances pertaining to the 
Health ‘Department, Street Cleaning De- 
partment, Police Department, Buliding 
Department, &c., it is pn Al is 
obvious. The result of the enactment 
into law of the Patten bill, the commit- 
tee says, would be the saving of time to 
litigants. attorneys, and city employes, 
relief from overcrowding in prisons, and 
the speedy attainment of justice.

Herbert Urese | Pascnee of Measure 
for Increasing Powers. 


Magistrate Henry W. Herbert, talking 
under the auspices of the National Flor- 
ence Crittenton Mission, in the rooms 
of the Woman’s Municipal League, 46 


East Twenty-ninth Street. yesterday 
afternoon, assailed the present system 
under which a Magistrate may not sen- 
tence misdemeanants, but is obliged to 
send them to the Court of Special Ses- 
sions. Incidentally, if the conditions are 
changed, it may send nice, sweet-faced, 
white-haired widowed mothers of only 
sons into the army of the unemployed. 

With things as they are now a pick- 
pocket who has robbed a woman in a 
Street car is brought before a Magis- 
trate, said Magistrate Herbert, his guilt 
{s proved beyond a doubt, but he must 
be remanded to the Court of Special 
Sessions. In the course of the proceed- 
ings, however, he has learned that the 
woman he has robbed is Mrs. George 
Brown. He puts that down in his mind 
for further reference. Mrs. George 
Brown does not know this, however, 
when she is called upon by a sweet-faced 
old lady, with white locks, who. with 
deep sadness, tells her that she has been 
robbed by her—the ‘sweet-facel, vener- 
able woman'’s—only son. The only son 
of a widowed mother, he has been led 
astray by wrong associations; can she 
Mrs. Brown, find it in her woman's 
heart to send him to prison to be con- 
taminated further and break his aged 
mother’s heart? 

ee Mrs. Brown cannot, but she 

doesn’t know what to do about it, and 
the widowed mother helps her out. It 
is very simple, just a matter of not 
appearing against him when the case 
is called in Special Sessions. Mrs. 
Brown's heart would be hard indeed if 
she could resist such a plea. She does 
not appear against the widowed moth- 
er’s erring son, who in a few days is 
free to ply his ‘light- -fingered trade, and 
the white-haired mother to go on posing 
as the parent of other criminals at $25 
a week.
